There is acotton Factory at Middlebury, Ver- 
mont, which has recently been lighted up with 
gas, the only experiment of the kind ever made 
in the United States. It is found that the ex- 
pense of the gas is about the same as that of oil, 
but the former has great advantages, giving a 
steady light by which the hands can work as well 
as in theday; is entirely free from smoke, by 
which the neatness of the factory is greatly pro- 
moted, and moreover occasions but little expo- 
sure to fire.

ted to enjoy. The national debt comparatively trivial, 
is feat diminishing, and a superflux of income is ap- 
plied to fortifications, and other national purposes ; 
and these without the inconrenience of a direct tax, 

or any impost in the least oppressive. 

There is not a heart in the Union, bat mast ree 

pond to the grateful prayer of the Message, “ may the 
Giver of all good fill our hearts with gratitude, that 
our lot has been cast in such a country, and at such 
times as the present'"” 

In reference to the movements of the General Go- 
vernment, the Message hokls the following language : 

© There is no good which government can bestow, 
that we have not derived fcom it. There is — 

an evil which a watehful government can arrest, which 
we have not escaped. After fifty years experience, 
of an untried but well consilered system, we are 
prosperous and happy beyond all former example, 
and enjoying, in the highest possible degree, the in- 
valuable rights and privieges of civil and religions bi 

berty. We cannot be (oo grateful to Almighty God 
for the blessings we enjoy, nor too anxious in our 
prayers to have them preserved to us and to our pos- 
terity.”” 

Passing from national themes of gratulation, his 
Execileney draws attention to the system of Internal 
Improvement, so happily commenced in this State; 
and speaks with more decision than formerly upon 
the advantages to our Citizens, from the proposed 
large expeaditures of public money, in the p: ometion 
of Canals. 

The following is the state of forwardness noticed in 
the Union and the Pennsytvenia Canal : 

**1 have the satisfaction to state that no doubt is 
entertained that the Union Canal will be completed 
early in the spring. The summit level being a lime- 
stone country, it has been found neccesary to plauk « 
distance of seven miles. When this is finished, thie 
great work will be ready to go into full operation. The 
whole line of the Pennsylvania Canal ia under con- 
tract, and the contracts have been made at a price 
far below the estimates of the Engineers. From the 
representations made, I feel assured that fifty miles 
of the Western seetion of this Canal will be com- 
pleted next spring I will not, however, anticipate 
the intcresting facets which will be submitted for your 
consideration, in the report of the Canal Commis- 
sioners.”” 

The Message then refers with pleasing antleipa- 
tions to the probable offeets of manufactures upon the 
agricultural interests, and the advantages to be derived 
from the system of Internal Im provement. 

The great interests of Pennsylvania, the Message 
intimates, are those which are for the good of all, as 
the strength of the Union consists, in no mean degree 
upon the capacity of the several states to supply each 
others wants. And the vast resources of this section 
of the Union, cannot but minister greatly to the com- 
fort and convenience of the whole; nor he: she been 
deficient in supplying her quota towards the general 
good. It is the opinion of the Governor, expressed 
in the Message, that the ability of Pennsylvania to 
uphold her relative rank in the Union, and minister 
to the general strength, is in a great degree dependent, 
and connected with IntEawat LurRovemenT and 
Manuractrures. 

Ia reference to the powers conceded to the Gener- 

al Goverament, to be exercised for the benefit of all, 
the Message hokils the following language : 
To open, or to aid in opening, those great lines 
of interior communication, which promise extensive 
national benefit, in peace and in war; to protect 
American manufactures and give encouragement to 
domestic industry, by adequate duties upon articles of 
foreign compeution ; are within those powers of 
Congress which bave been invariably acceded to and 
whose value becomes more obvious as the bounds of 
our confederation ave extended by the admission of 
new states.” 

Aud this power has been beneficinlly employed in 

aiding the great work of the Chesapeake and 
Delaware Canal. ‘ And,” continues the Message >— 
“It is upon the exereise, by Congress, of these 
powers, at proper times, that Pennsylvania must rely 
to carry into full effeet her essential policy, and to 
crown the hberal efforts she has made within ber bor- 
ders, to encourage domestic manufactures and pro. 
mote domestic trade and intereourse.”’ 
In the exercise of the same power, the Governor 
expresses a hope that Congress will immediately dircet 
the construction of a Break water at the moyth of the 
Delaware. 

Although great advantages have resulted from late 
improvements in the judiciary system, still the behet 
is expressed that important ameliorations there in, 
might yet be made, and particularly in the law res 
pecting intesiates, aud in the organization of the Or- 
phan’s Court.

“In conducting the great experiment of free go 
vernment, founted on written constitutions, and ear- 
ried into effeet by representatives of the people, it is 
no lees the duty, than it is the interest of the citizens 
of the Republic, to exereise towards each other, and 
towards thew public lunetionaries, a sprit of kind 
ness andl conelimliion, Of mutual re spect and forhbear- 
anee. Differences of opinion will arise, where there 
istreedorn of choiee and discussion ; 
casimally be aceompamed with earnestness 
warmth. Hut we owe it to ourselves, and we owe
